The benefits known by such 
defeated nations as Ger¬ 
many and Japan wore nev¬ 
er lavLshed on the part of 
the United States that had 
known civil war. 

Pulling itself up by its 
own bootstraps, the South 
rebuilt its financial in.stitu- 
tions and commercial or- 
ganiTiations. It persuaded 
national manufacturing 
companies to Invest in the 
region. It was a long, slow 
process, but in the 1940s the 
South began to .surge ahead. 

The quality of its .state gov¬ 
ernment improved darama- 
tically, and the Southern 
states, with their strength¬ 
ened economies, .started to 
devote a much larger share 
of their revomies to educa¬ 
tion, both basic and higher. 

The vexing problem of 
freight rates, which retard¬ 
ed commerce, was eased. 

Tire federal government 
paid more attention to 
Southern ports. Industrial¬ 
ists el.sewhere in the coun¬ 
try gained a now apprecia¬ 
tion of the ability and re¬ 
sponsibility of the region’s 
labor force and recognized 
that Southern legislatures 
were industry-minded and 
eager for progress through 
investor-owned enterprises. 

Tile result of all this has 
■been a wonderful forward 
movement on the part of 
the Southern .states continu¬ 
ing from the iniOs now into

“Incroasc'd suggestibility is esptKiially dangerous in 
the gang situation where one person will suggest a drag 
race, rape or other gang action which the group will be 
inclintHl to go along witii.”

A still stronger warning has been issued by the Cali¬ 
fornia Medical Association, which has adopted as its 
position the following statement by Drs. Dana L. Farns¬ 
worth, M.D., director; and Curtis Proud, M.D., chief of 
medicine. Harvard University Health Services: 

“Marijuana does not produce physical addiction, but 
it does produce significant dependence, to a serious degree. 

This is a fact well known to doctors working with college 
students. 

ADDICTION 

"The social influences surrounding the use of mari¬ 
juana also encourages experimentation with other drugs, 
notably LSD and, of course, may load to addition to 
narcotics. 

“Wo know that long-term subtle psychological damage 
may result from LSD. Such damage may be glossed over 
by the pleasure and enthusiasm engendered by the sub¬ 
stance, but we have seen too many cases of psyehic break¬ 
down to doubt the serious dangers of the drug. 

“It is even possible that the brain is structurally 
damaged. There is recent evidence that LSD attacks here¬ 
ditary genes. 

“In short, our professional medical opinion is that 
playing with LSD is a desperately dangerous form of ‘drug 
roulette.’ The medical evidence is clear. Any person taking 
LSD runs the clear risk of psychotic breakdown and long- 
run physiological damage.” 

That’s what the experts have to say, but that’s not 
the only problem. There is also widespread abuse of stimu¬ 
lants, depressants and hallucinogens. 

Law enforcement officers and medical men take no 
issue with the use of drugs under the care and control 
of competent physicians, but what worries many of us is 
the use of drugs for thrills or kicks and their availability 
without prescription.
